Notice of ‘IJLH&P’s Intent to File a General Gas Rate Case 

The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (ULH&P) hereby provides notice pursuant to 807 KAR 
5:001 Section 10(2) that it intends to file a general gas rate case in four weeks or reasonably soon 
thereafter. 

In ULH&P’s last general gas rate case filed in 2001, the Commission approved Rider AMRP, a tracking 
mechanism to allow the Company current recovery of costs for its Accelerated Main Replacement 
Program (AMRP), for an initial period of three years. The Commission ordered that, if ULH&P intended 
to implement Rider AMRP for the remainder of the estimated ten-year AMRP, UL,H&P must file a new 
general rate case in three years to roll the Rider AMRP rates into TJLH&P’s base rates and to justify 
continuation of Rider AMRP. 

UL,H&P is filing the present case to comply with the Commission’s directive. In the notice and 
statement, TJLH&P will request approval to continue Rider AMRP for the remaining term of the AMRP. 
TJLH&P also provides notice that it intends to use a forecasted test period in the filing. 

We are providing a copy of this notice to the Attorney General’s Utility Intervention and Rate Division, 
which was the sole intervenor in our last general gas rate case.
